Jn a daring take-off at dawn yes- 


terday, he twice sacrificed gasoline 
to clear wires, brush and trees. The 
big plane skimmed over the brush 
and wires but grazed a tree. "Un- 
daunted, the New York aviator kept 
on until an oil line broke over Van- 
couver island and sprayed hot oil in 
his face and eyes, temporarily blind- 
ing him. 


On his way back he again narrow- 


ly" escaped death as he valved- most 
of his load of gasoline and fousrht to 
gam altitude. 


"I had a pretty narrow escape," he 


said on his return. "I was flying- at 
a low altitude. I just did manage to 
wipe the oil out of my eyes and off 
my goggles in time." 


After an examination of Iiis plane 


as it sat again on Boeing field, he 
said that the return had probably 
been a "blessing in disguise." in 
grazing the tree a stabilizer wire was 
broken. The tail of the plane Fhook 
badly, he explained, and it might 
have come off if he had continued- 
his flight. 


Browne took off yesterday at 5:20 
. us., (Pacific standard time), re- 
turning at 12:50 p. m.

We don't 
coddle our prisoners, but we give 
them enough liberties so they can't 
forget that they are still human 
beings. A prison can be strict in 
discipline without crushing men. 


"The biggest item on our program, 


though, is plenty of work. The courts 
sentence men to come here and serve 
at hard labor, and we give it to 
them. When a prisoner has -worked

•ood meal and go to sleep without 
wanting to ra'se hell and put a 
chunk: under it.

Iowa's penitentiary, with 150 in- 


mates, is a beehive of industry. It 
operates a furniture factory, a hos- 
iery mill, a clotMng factory and var- 
ious other shops.

but it permits convicts to earn mon- 
ey which they can send to their 
families while. confined or save until 
their release to aid in getting a new 
start in life. Earnings of prisoners 
aggregate inore than $50,000 a year.

noons and holidays off.

Of equal importance to plenty of 


work, says Warden Hollowell, is 
plenty of good food. 


"Experience has shown that many 


prison riots have started in the din- 
ing room because the men were dis- 
satisfied with poor food," he said. 
"We give them good food and plenty 
of it—a prisoner is allowed as many 
•helpings' as he wants." 


I stood in the mam dining room 


and watched the men eat their noon 
meal, 
"while the prison orchestra 


blared away on a platform, for their 
entertainment. 


The menu, for this luncheon con- 
sisted of roast prime beef, mashed 
potatoes, brown gmi, baked sugar 
corn, bread, sirup, coffee and corn- 
starch pudding as a dessert. Fre- 
quently, men motioned to a waiter 
to bring them a second portion. In 
every case, they got it. 


Breakfast that morning had con- 


sisted of ham omelette, steamed oat- 
meal -with milk and sugar, brown 
gravy, stewed peaches, sirup and 
coffee. The supper menu in the eve- 
ning contained fried bacon and eggs, 
scalloped potatoes, stewed raisins, 
bread, siruo and tea.

froni the President's mansion to the 
humblest cottage came this Decoration 
Day to us. 


It will forever remain associated 


with the struggle that rocked the con- 
tinent, even though its purpose be by 
common consent broadened that our 
memory may linger with all our dead. 


Back to the very portals of history, 


from the beginning of all things, we 
find a noble army that has fought 
fiercely and bled freely for their coun- 
try. And reflection reveals to us an- 
other noble army that has fought as 
difficult battles, an army dressed in 
workaday clothes of the world, cheered 
only by their hopes, buoyed up by their 
own indomitable spirit. 


The Grand Army of the Republic 


has thinned out almost to the vanish- 
ing point. But in the days when its 
step was firm and its vision clear and 
bright, with its splendid uniform of 
blue, it was the center of all Decora- 
tion Day services. 


We turn to statements made on oth- 


er Memorial Daj-s by men who led the 
vast hosts this country found neces- 
sary to enlist because certain of its 
chosen leaders were so angry, so in- 
temperate or so selfish and bigoted as 
to visit upon the people a war that 
was easily avoidable. 


Said General James A. Garfield, af- 


terwards president: 


"As a. flash of lightning in a midnight 


tempest reveals the abysmal horrors of 
the sea, so did the flash of the Srst gun 
disclose the awful abyss into which, 
rebellion was ready to plunge us. In a. 
moment the fire was lighted la twenty 
million hearts. In a moment we were 
the most warlike nation, on the earth. 
In a. moment "we -were not merely a peo- 
ple with an army—we were a people 
in arms. The nation was in column— 
not all at the front, but aH in the array. 
I love to believe that no heroic sacri- 


fice is ever lost; that the characters of 
•mem are molded and inspired by what 
their fathers have done; that treasured 
up in American, souls are all the un- 
conscious influences of the great deeds 
of the Anglo-Saxon race, from Agin- 
court to Bunker Hill. It was such an 
influence that led a young Greek, two 
thousand years ago, "when musing on. 
the battle of Marathon, to exclaim, "The 
trophies of Miitlades will not let me 
sleep!' Could these men be silent in 
1861; these, whose ancestors had felt 
the inspiration of battle on every field 
•where civilization had fought in the 
last thousand years? Head their answer 
in this green turf. Each for himself 
gathered up the cherished purposes of 
life—its aims and ambitions, its dearest 
affections—and flung all, with life it- 
self, into the scale of battle."' 
Declared General John A. Logan, 


an intrepid Union leader, the "Black- 
jack"' of '61, afterwards candidate for 
the vice-presidency: 


Then as ofr as the 30th of May re- 


turns with time's annual round let a 
grateful nation remember its dead, and 
•with a floral offering- decorate the 
tombs of its fallen heroes, -while the 
dropping tear moistens the cold sod that 
covers their sleeping dust. To them 
•we owe the liberty we enjoy; to them 
•we owe The preservation of our insti- 
tutions; and shall we riot hold them, 
in grateful remeiEbrarsce? And though 
•we may orterr cLfier in opinion, let us 
here be united. In God's r.ame let us 
respect and love the dead who have died 
for us. Let this beautiful custom be 
perpetuated until tha day shall become 
hallowed in the history of freedom. It 
carries with it the idea of our loss and 
the dear cost of liberty. It brings fresh 
to Tni£d the deeds of our country's mar- 
tyrs, it. keeps alive and warm the great- 
est principles for which our sires poured 
out the^r blood, on which our republic 
is based." 
And from the Southland we may lis- 


ten to General James Longstreet who 
spoke these words upon a Memorial" 
Day long since passed into the for- 
gotten : 


"The passions of the titantic strug- 


gle will finally enter upon the sleep of 
oblivion, and only its splendid accom- 
plishments for the cause of human free- 
dom and a united nation, stronger and 
richer in patriotism because of the 
great strife, v ill be remembered.''

THE STORY OF PUBLIC 


IMPROVEMENTS 


The sharp clash between the Presi- 


dent and Speaker Garner with the 
charge of "pork barrell" in connection 
with the building of public structures, 
should serve again to emphasize the 
condition of unpreparedness in many 
affairs governmental in which the de- 
pression found us. 


Some ten years or so ago- Mr. Smith, 


then governor of Xew York, outlined 
what sounded like an excellent propo- 
sal. It involved the preparation sev- 
eral years in advance of complete plans 
for the construction of public works 
of various kinds, from post offices to 
harbors, the letting of the contracts 
however to be controlled by the de- 
mands of the labor market, by the con- 
dition of employment, with the expec- 
tation that such works, under public 
control, could be very wisely used to 
take up the slack of "unemployment, 
and therefore constitute a most de- 
sirable stabilizer and steadier of labor. 


After his election but before he took 


office President Hoover spoke well of 
this program, approved it as an im- 
portant matter of public concern. 


Congress will err if it thinks the 


"pork barrel" is attractive to the coun- 
try, and err just as clearly if it con- 
cludes that this country cannot spend 
what actually may be wise and needful 
in the way of public construction. 
When Speaker Garner threw in sever- 
al thousand projects for immediate 
construction he helped show the coun- 
"try the virtue of preparedness in a 
matter of this kind because the coun- 
try is unprepared and yet might have 
been ready. It was warned but it 
heeded not. 


The post office department knows, 


that it rents many buildings where 
the government could save money by 
erecting its own. For years now we 
have been prepared for an open way 
from the Atlantic to the Great Lakes. 
There are numerous other genuine 
and meritorious matters of public con- 
struction, indeed there are some which 
necessity demands the work be done, 
but the plans that might have been 
formed, and that require months to 
design in economical and workman- 
like manner, are unwritten. We might 
have prepared a great deal better for 
this depression. 


Insofar as Speaker Garner's plan pro- 


posed to erect unneeded structures 
just to put men at work it is demon- 
strably unsound, mere wastage. Inso- 
far as it proposes such works where 
reasonably necessary it is both pro- 
per and helpful.

advocate general during the world 
war.
